For a Beautiful Community 

There is something stirring about spring in Canada, 
a sort of fever that gets into the blood of its people, 
an urge to be up and doing.

SOIL CONSERVATION— 

H'TURK AND PRESENT 

There are two points of view 
that .must be considered when we 
thinjc ol roil conesrvation on prai¬ 
rie wheat Lands. The long time 
viewpoint is impressed upon us 
when we read of the disastrous ef- 
lects of erosion in ancient times. 
'The immediate importance of soil 
Conservation is evident when we 
see the air filled with dust. 

Most farmers will agree that 
grass is a required crop when we 
think of soil fertility years hence. 
However, there aiv certain prac¬ 
tical difficulties Why grass and al¬ 
so legumes have not been seeded 
e» lensively on l he open prairies. 
In most years it is difficult to ob¬ 
tain a stand. Suitable kinds of 
grass are limited and there is no 
entirely suitable legume. The re¬ 
turns from grass are low as com¬ 
pared with grain. Investigations 
ure underway at many places to 
find a solution to these problems. 

There are many practical sug¬ 
gestions of immediate value for 
soil conservation. The retention of 
stubble and trash on the surface 
has been found to be the most ef¬ 
fective protection against soil ero¬ 
sion. Cultural implements have 
been developed which will leave 
the trash on the surface. 

Studies at the Lethbridge Sta¬ 
tion have, been conducted to deter¬ 
mine the amount of trash retain- • 
eo on the surface by various types 
of cultural implements. Blade 
cultivators leave about 90 percent 
of the stubble, chisel plows and 
duck foot cultivators about 65 per 
cent, and disk type implements 
slightly over 50 per cent.,Less 
than 50 per cent of the stubble 
may be preserved if the oneway 
disk is used on a light stubble at 
speeds over 3% miles per hour or 
at too great depth. 

A good summerfallowing pro¬ 
gram will leave the soil protected 
against erosion until seeding time 
the following spring. The first 
fuilow stroke can determine suc- 
eess- or failure. If the stubble is 
heavy it may be advisable to use 
the oneway disk for the first 
stroke. However, stubble cover Is 
not heavy in most districts this 
spring and therefore the blade 
cultivators would be preferable.

Farm safely this year so that 
you may be here to farm another 
year, advises C. A. Cheshire, Ex¬ 
tension Agricultural Engineer, Al¬ 
berta Department of Agriculture. 
With the rush of spring work, we 
too commonly see ordinary safety 
precautions neglected entirely. To 
save a few minutes, or possibly 
cnly a few seconds, careless prac¬ 
tices are adopted. These include 
operating a tractor with an un¬ 
shielded power take-off drive, us¬ 
ing the wheel brakes to assist in 
steering, filling the gas tank while 
the tractor is running, and step¬ 
ping from a moving tractor to ad¬ 
just a trailing implement. 

These are but four of the many 
careless habits that can all too ea¬ 
sily be developed in trying to save 
time. There are dozens more 
such “short cuts” employed on our 
Xurms. Among them are cranking 
a tractor before checking to see 
that it is out of gear, operating a 
foot clutch by hand from the 
ground to attach a drawn imple¬ 
ment, throwing a running belt 
fCom the pulley by hand, climbing 
over or under a running belt, and 
wearing loose or ragged clothing 
near rotating shafts. 

This is still far from a complete 
list of careless or thoughtless me¬ 
thods so often used. One of the 
commonest and most disastrous 
practises is that of allowing chil¬ 
dren to operate, or even ride on 
a tractor. This machine is con¬ 
structed so that the distances to 
reach, for cotnrols are correct for 
an adult. A youngster is at a dis¬ 
advantage because of > his smaller 
size. , . 

More farm accidents occur from 
thoughtless use of the tractor than 
from any other cause, says Mr. 
Cheshire. At the first opportunity 
cheek your farm practices and el¬ 
iminate some of these hazards.

In common with the rest of the 
*130,000 farmers of _ Canada, tlv- 
la'nters ut this district during the 
last two or three weeks have re¬ 
ceived through the mails copies of 
tlie agricultural questionnaire that 
is being used in the 1951 Census 
of Canada. If there are any whom 
it has not reached, they may ob¬ 
tain a copy at their nearest jaist 
office. 

The farm schedule was sent out 
by the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics in advance in order to en¬ 
able farmers to prepare their an¬ 
swers to the questions at their 
convenience and thus save tinv 
when the census enumerator calls 
some time in June. An accompany¬ 
ing letter a>kcd the formers to 
complete the schedule so far as 
they could and have It on hand in 
readiness for the visit of the en¬ 
umerator. They were particularly 
requested not to mail It lo the 
Bureau of Statistics. 

In spite of this request. Several 
thousand farmers from all parts 
of Canada have completed tle-tr 
schedules and sent them to Otta¬ 
wa. In consequence, the Bureau 
has sept out a special request to 
nil the weekly newspapers of 
Canada asking them to remind 
their farm readers to keep the 
schedule until the census taker 
arrives to complete the details 
and to pick it up. Forms that arc 
■naked to Ottawa will just be 
mailed back lo the sender, since 
they require completion on the 
spot by the enumerator to ensure 
complete census coverage.
